As you can see by the front cover, this is our new letterhead, designed 
by Sid MacKinnon, to whom I thank very much. The old letterhead will no longer 
be used after this issue of the newsletter. 

I received a letter from Charles Wilhelm of Ohio Investigators League. 

A conference is being held at Kent State University in Ohio, on August 23 and 2U- 
Pat Delafranier of Stratford was planning to attend. If Pat attends, the write-up 
concerning the conference will appear in the next newsletter. Some of the items 
on the agenda are: 

1. Standardization of investigative procedures, terminology and reporting 
forms. 
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2. Appointment of a committee to investigate potential lucrative hoaxes 
perpetrated on the public.

As of the end of July, 1980, the Res Bureaux will cease to exist 
as a business operated as a sole proprietorship in Ontario. The 
independent publication of the serial Res Bureaux Bulletin is 
suspended, and the remaining numbers of Chaos will be privately 
published and distributed to its present subscribers. 


When established as a legal entity in 1976, the Res Bureaux had 
hoped to become self-supporting in its enterprises and could enjoy 
some benefits accorded to Canadian publications. However, the 
audience which expresses an interest in the Res Bureaux Bulletin 
has not been able to attract a subscription income sufficient to 
meet one tenth of its expenses. Despite the use of professional 
typesetting and printing in 1979 and a recent advertising campaign 
in Fate magazine, it appears most doubtful enough subscriptions 
could be found to make the Res Bureaux Bulletin self-supporting. 
Also, government officials have denied the Res Bureaux Bulletin 
a second class postal registration and tax exemptions normally 
accorded to Canadian publications. As there appears to be no 
advantages in continuing its existence as a legal business, 
the Res Bureaux has decided to go underground once more! 


As the INFO Journal has expressed an interest in the inclusion of 
3the Res Bureaux Bulletin as a part of its publication, what would 
normally be published in the RBB will be submitted directly to 
INFO'S editorial staff.

Sid and Joanne were on a bus heading towards Kitchener. The bus slowed down for 
road construction. Sid looked out the window and saw an object at 10 oblock high, 
he then brought this to his wife's attention. They observed the object for 3-U 
mintues, as the bus moved along slowly. The object appeared to be about 3000 feet 
altitude and was stationary in the south portion of the sky. While moving along 
in the bus, large trees obscured their view for 2 or 3 minutes. When they reached 
a clearing, the object was gone. 

The £ky was clear, temperature 22°C. The moon was visible. The object- 

seemed to be between an Emergency Measures Building and the Grand River. The 

E.M.0. building is now used by the O.P.P. and they have a large radio tower on 
that property. High tension lines were about \ mile away. Very thick trees 
and bush were 1^ miles away. 

The object was 12" long and 3" high - size of a ruler held at arm's length. 
The object was white, with a brown line running down the middle. It appeared 
silver where the sun hit the object. There was a slight protrusion at each end 
of the object. 

The sun set at 8:57 P.M. that evening. As the sun sets, any approaching 

aircraft can appear to be a different color and shape, as the sun's rays hit 

the craft. This was definitely not the case here, as the object was sighted 
some time before the sun set. 

The wini direction was north west at k to 5 mph. There was a hot air balloon 
in the sky that evening, but the shape was not long, but typical balloon shaped 
and also it would be heading north - not south against the wind. The object also 
does not fit any known astronomical description. The Waterloo-Wellington Airport 
had no record of any unusual aircraft, etc., that evening. 

CONCLUSION: 

This sighting is a daylight disc, as it was viewed before the sun ®t and 
was quite visible.

Comments: 

Upon checking* we found that Venus is a spectacular morning lf star lf . Venus is 
almost at its ! maximum brightness now* with a magnitude of -U. Venus is visible 
for more than 3 hours before sun rise* and is in the north east portion of the 
sky. The only discrepancy between descriptions is the elevation* Venus would be 
at an elevation of approximately 35 - hut we have found that in the majority of 

the cases investigated* the witness tends to over estimate the elevation by 20?. 
Everything ties into the explanation of Venus* plus the fact that it was 
stationary. Therefore* w T e feel the above sighting is identified - Venus. 











Some Further Considerations Re; the ’'Venus' 1 sightings of June 8/80 

by John Dowdell 

In the June/80 issue of this newsletter (COFORG) there are two reports of 
a bright object seen by separate witnesses in Cambridge and Waterloo. 

Both witnesses agree with the object's elevation (approx. 30°) and duration 
(approx, from 8:30 PM- 90® PM). Both witnesses also, fortunately had access 
to binoculars,-and one witness, Dag Balzer , whose binoculars were somewhat more 
powerful (? x 50 ) was able with their help to sketch an interesting representation 
of what he saw,- while the other witness, Bruce Park (accomp. by wife & inlaws) 
was fortunate enough to be able to photograph the object using a 400 mm. tele¬ 
photo lens,-luckily capturing as reference, a passing planel 

The Waterloo/Wellington airport when contacted, reported "no weather 
baloon launched that day." *However, it must be remembered that; (a) the W/W 
airport has no radar facilities, (b) baloons equipped to measure atmospheric 
pollutants; N0AA weather baloons; NASA and/or industrial/military baloons,- 
may be launched by any of literally hundreds of agencies across North America.•• 

Due to the fact that the planet Venus (then an "evening" star) was nearing 
'inferior conjunction' (ie. between Earth and Sun), and therefore at its brightest, 
the general consensus was that the object was in fact the planet Venus. 

At this point, I would like to say that both my wife and I also observed, 
what must have been the same object, during a similar (but earlier, 7:30 - 9:15 PM) 
time-slot, at about the same elevation reported by Dag and Bruce (30°)» from a 
location in mid-Kitchener. I confess, at first I thought I must be viewing Venus, 
but for the following reasons soon discounted that notion* 

1) The object was brilliant well before sun-set .^It is a fact that although 
Venus can be viewed during daylight, it is never bright enough to be 
seen without some practice and/or knowledge of its position. I have 
been able to do this on occasion, and I assure you, even at maximum 
brilliance (-4.3). Venus in the daylight sky is still a rather faint 
point of light. Also, the RASG Observer's Handbook (1980) gives a mag¬ 
nitude of -2.6 for Venus, near the time of inferior conjunction, which 
may suggest that due to its angular nearness to the sun at such times, 
its relative magnitude decreases for earth-bound observers due to 
atmospheric scattering of sunlight, (in Astronomy, the larger the number 
after the minus sign , the brighter is the object). My personal estimate 
of whatever it was we viewed, was between mag.-5*5 and -6, several times 
brighter than Venus ever becomes. 

2) Both my wife and I agreed, that when references such as hydro poles or 
house roofs were used to determine direction and rate of movement, 

the observed movement was (i) somewhat erratic (ii) away from the 
ecliptic (iii) considerably faster than were it a planet "moving" across 
the sky in accordance with Earth's rotation. 

The real Venus was very low in the WNW just after sun-set (8:50 PM, E.D.T.),- 
and although technically visible until about 900 PM,-the witnesses do not mention 
if, when the object disappeared, it was approaching the horizon^ « voJJU it* cast w/# Ymvs. 

In our particular case, the object (though from time to time obscured be¬ 
hind low-ceiling stratus, in an otherwise very cold (for June) (approx. 7°C., 
clear sky)-for no apparent reason (if it were Venus),-slowly dimmed and dis¬ 
appeared while still above 18° elevation! 

My wife and I were viewing the object with un-aided eyes only,-yet it appeared 
definitely star-like, bluish, and as though it were just 'out of focus'., ;y 
Its general shape, whenever discemable, was as an inverted tear-drop. 

If Venus was truly where this object was, and within one week of inferior con-

junction, it would most definitely have appeared "'crescent-shaped,-not tear-shaped, 
and then, only telescopically. I think it is asking a bit much to suppose that 
with naked eyes and/or the help of atmospheric refraction, magnification, or 
whatever,-what my wife and I were viewing was Venusl 

If, on the other hand, the object were a weather baloon (or some other kind 
of baloon probe), it might easily have disappeared as the sun set (if its al¬ 
titude were not very excessive-, ie. <\30>000 it. (9500 M.). Nevertheless, as 
has been stated already, we did detect definite movement against the rather 
strong prevailing winds. And though the direction of the winds aloft may have 
differed from those at the stratus cloud level (approx. 3>000 ft. (1000 M.)), 
surely the discrepancy would not have exceeded 120°, as we observed! 

In conclusion, I have no idea what we viewed, that chilly June 8 afternoon- 
evening, -although some sort of baloon seems to fit most closely (with exceptions 
as noted) with what we observed. We would be most interested in hearing from 
both Bruce and Dag, and from any others who may have seen, or heard commentary 
regarding the June 8 sightings.

John Jones, now a Polysar retiree, has 
appeared in every production since 1948. 
At 70 years of age, he was the oldest 
member of the cast in this year’s 
production of Fiddler. “I love to sing. 

It must be because I’m Welsh,” he 
chuckled through the beard he grew for 
the show. 

He remembers the 1948 revue as “a 
disaster.” Written by the members

For John, the club has now become a 
family affair.

Bob Thompson from corporate 
headquarters and his daughter Brenda 
were also involved in Fiddler. While 
Bob was on stage as the innkeeper, 
Brenda was nearby in the chorus. 

There were also several husband-and- 
wife teams working in the show. “Being 
part of a show means three rehearsals a 
week,” says Philip, “so it helps if you 
have a family involvement.” Philip’s 
own wife Allison was kept busy with 
ticket sales for the last production. 

Brit Belrose, another original member of 
the club, doesn’t mind the time and 
work involved either. “I enjoy it 
immensely,” he says. “I’d rather sing 
than eat.” A technician in the Sarnia 
plant, Brit played the rabbi in the show. 

Opening night reviews called the 1980 
production of Fiddler “superb” and 
“magnificent.” The show was sold out 
weeks in advance, proof that the 
community supports and enjoys the 
results of the hard work and dedication 
of the club members. 


Trying to prove 
we're not alone 

A little before 11 p.m. on August 4. 

1978, a 50-year-old widow was 
preparing to go to bed in her home on 
the outskirts of Brantford in 
southwestern Ontario. 

She was standing at her bedroom 
window gazing idly out into the \\ arm, 
moonlit night, when her attention was 
attracted to a “round, domed craft” 
hovering at treetop height, less than two 
kilometres away across a neighbouring 
farmer’s field of oats. 

After some time the strange craft came 
closer to her house. Then she saw what 
appeared to be a beam of light coming 
from the underside of the craft to the 
ground. As the woman watched in 
amazement, the craft moved away again 
and disappeared behind some trees — 
but the light beam “remained where it 
was”. 

About 15 minutes later, the woman said 
she saw the craft reappear and “re¬ 
attach itself” to the beam of light, then 
speed away into the night. 

She was so upset by her experience that 
she tried to telephone the farmer, but 
there was no answer. Next morning, 
feeling a little less sure of what she’d 
seen, perhaps, she called the farmer 
again. She told him of her strange 
experience and suggested he go and 
check the area where she’d seen the craft 
hovering. 

The astonished farmer called back a 
little later and told the woman he had 
found “a large burn ring” about 10 
metres across, right in the middle of his 
oats field. 

No, this is not a script for the opening 
scene of a movie or TV film. It’s a 
documented account of one of many 
such sightings investigated by a 
dedicated group of UFO researchers 
headed by Bonnie Wheeler, purchasing 
agent at Polysar’s Kayson plastics plant 
in Cambridge, Ontario. 




Unidentified flying objects — visitors from 
another world or natural occurrences? Polysar’s 
Bonnie Wheeler and other investigators are 
trying to find out. 
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In this particular case, Bonnie called on 
the nearby University of Guelph to help. 
After a thorough examination of the 
scorched area and extensive soil tests, 
the findings of the university scientists 
were inconclusive. They wouldn’t go on 
record confirming the burn ring was a 
trace left by a UFO — but they didn’t 
rule out the possibility either. 

Bonnie began making a serious study of 
UFOs about four years ago when she 
established a club in Cambridge to 
investigate local reports of unidentified 
flying objects. “Fve always been 
fascinated by the unknown,” she says. 

“I must have read hundreds of books 
about psychic phenomenon and UFO 
research.” 

From four original members in 1976 the 
club now numbers 30 enthusiasts, about 
half of whom have reported a UFO 
experience at one time or other. With a 
membership that includes an 
astronomer, an electronics engineer, a 
commercial airline pilot and 
professional journalists and 
photographers, the club is able to bring 
a wide range of experience and 
objectivity to its investigations. 

Bonnie admits that establishment 
scientists still tend to dismiss UFO data 
as fanciful fiction, based no doubt on 
the fact that more than 90 per cent of 
UFO reports tend to yield to very 
ordinary explanations. 

UFO enthusiasts, on the other hand, 
insist that this remaining 10 percent is 
some extraordinary phenomenon which 
almost certainly involves visiting 
spacecraft. 

“People who reported UFO sightings 
were once regarded as part of the lunatic 
fringe,” Bonnie says. “But that image 
is changing as more of their research is 
conducted on a strictly scientific basis.” 

And to ensure a regular exchange of 
information on current UFO activity, 
the Cambridge club keeps in touch with 
similar groups all over North America, 
and with some individuals in Europe. 


According to Bonnie, UFO groups 
everywhere have mounted an impressive 
scientific programme designed to find 
out once and for all whether or not 
UFOs really exist. And in photographic 
laboratories across the continent, 
specialists in data processing use 
computers to analyze images of alleged 
UFO photographs. 

The majority of UFO sighting reports 
are made by honest, puzzled and often, 
reluctant, witnesses. “But,” says 
Bonnie, “most photographs turn out to 
be hoaxes.” 

By international agreement UFO 
sightings are logged in one of six 
different categories, and the category 
determines the thoroughness of any 
investigation. 

The most common sighting is a 
Nocturnal Light, an object seen in the 
far distance. Next comes a Radar 
Visual, which is an unexplained object 
picked up on radar and confirmed by a 
visual sighting. When the shape and 
color of an object is seen in the daytime 
it’s labelled a Daylight Disc. 

Then there’s a Close Encounter of the 
First Kind, when an object comes within 
150 metres (500 feet) of the viewer; A 
Close Encounter of the Second Kind, 
when some form of physical evidence is 
left behind (such as the burn ring in the 
Brantford oats field), and a Close 
Encounter of the Third Kind, when an 
extraterrestrial being is actually seen. 

Having a good rapport with local police 
departments is critical in UFO research. 
“The greatest number of referrals I get 
are from the police,” says Bonnie. 
“When they receive a report about a 
UFO they always refer the caller to me.” 

Most of the Cambridge area sightings 
have been relatively easy to explain: 
fast-moving aircraft, rare cloud 
formations, reflections from advertising 
and meteorological balloons and 
satellites, ball lightning, reflections from 
temperature inversion layers in the 
atmosphere, and most commonly, the 
planet Venus. The list goes on and on, 
and Bonnie’s group checks them all. 


And they’re very thorough. Most callers 
are surprised when they’re asked to 
complete a three-page questionnaire 
about their sighting. They may be asked 
to identify the object from one of 132 
different shapes already categorized by 
UFO groups around the world. Some 
investigations have lasted up to two 
years. 

Photographs received by the club are 
sent to the Ground Saucer Watch office 
in Phoenix, Arizona, which has a 
computer programmed to analyze UFO 
photos. “They really dissect the pictures 
and quickly sort out the fakes,” says 
Bonnie. 

The greatest number of sightings occur 
in the summer months when more 
people are outside, and between 11 p.m. 
and 4 a.m. Also, when Venus is at its 
brightest. Bonnie’s club averages two 
UFO calls a month, but this can shoot 
up to as many as 30 a week when Venus 
is a few degrees above the horizon. “A 
knowledge of astrology is extremely 
important in identifying sightings,” 
says Bonnie. 

Like most serious UFO buffs, Bonnie 
readily admits there’s a certain 
mystique, even doubt, concerning 
unidentified flying objects. But it 
surprises her that people still ridicule the 
idea. “A lot of people who call thank 
me for taking their reports seriously,” 
says Bonnie. “They’re anxious to know 
if anyone else has reported the sighting. 
They want confirmation of what they 
saw.” 

As the experience of UFO investigators 
widens with the use of more 
sophisticated instruments and 
techniques, more and more cases have 
been solved and the number of 
“unknowns” have diminished. But 
always a tantalizing fraction remain 
unsolved, unexplained, unidentified. 

And after four years of research, what 
does Bonnie believe herself? 

“Astronomers have proven that there 
are literally millions of solar systems just 
like ours in the universe,” she says. 
“Surely it’s intolerably arrogant for 
anyone to believe that man is the only 
intelligent life form in this entire 
universe of star systems.” 
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I was interviewed recently by a local newspaper and the article follows. 
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The front page picture of our April 2 issue, showing 
a strange illuminated craft hovering over a residence, 
has resulted in the Advance Times being contacted by 
the president of the Cambridge UFO Research Group. ^ 

Bonnie Wheeler, who founded the club in September 
1976, phoned our office Monday, requesting in¬ 
formation on how to contact the photographer, Olof 
Lirpa, for an interview. 

Mrs. Wheeler was not the only person to miss the 
April Fool disclaimer (small but there) as area residents 
were still contacting our office more than a week after 
the picture was run, and at least one person claimed ] 
that at first glance, he thought that the residence in the 
picture wac* his.

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Frobers report progress 
in unraveling UFO claims

Some investigators of unidentified 
flying objects Saturday said they may be 
getting closer to unraveling claims the 
government recovered the wreckage of 
at least one UFO crash and preserved 
the bodies of several alien beings. 

An estimated 300 people attended the 
11th Annual UFO Symposium designed 
as a discussion oT technologies supposed¬ 
ly employed by UFOs. Armed with so¬ 
phisticated equipment and exhibits, the 
serious group of respected scientists, re¬ 
searchers and the curious discussed 
theories surrounding the mysterious 
sightings. 

Leonard H. Stringfield, an Ohio UFO 
researcher, announced at the opening of 
the symposium held at Clear Lake High 
School he recently obtained eight photo¬ 
graphs purportedly showing alien beings 
encased in liquid nitrogen in a glass 
enclosure. 

Stringfield said he has not verified the 
authenticity of the photos — and ac¬ 
knowledges he may never do so — but

said the pictures corroborate information 
given him by at least 13 “first-hand 
sources” of various covert UFO 
recoveries. 

Stringfield, the public relations direc¬ 
tor of an Ohio chemical company’, re¬ 
fused to publicly exhibit the pictures. He 
said the pictures closely resemble the de¬ 
scription of an alien’s body supplied by a 
doctor who said he performed an autopsy 
on one. 

Stringfield said the debris from about 
a dozen UFO crashes since the late 1940s 
“allegedly” has been recovered by the 
government, according to his sources. 

“Right now 1 don’t have the final 
proof,” he said. “I’ll be the first to admit 
it. I haven’t seen the bodies.” 

But William L. Moore, an author 
whose book concerning one purported 
crash is scheduled for publication later 
this summer, said he believes many of 
the sightings emanate from one supposed 
crash in Roswell, N.M., in 1947. 

Moore said information he received 
from 50 witnesses reveals “six to eight 
bodies and the major part of the wreck¬ 
age” was recovered by the military, and

shipped to several locations since then. 
Most of the discovery now is secured at 
Langley Air Force Base in Virginia, he 
said. 

“A lot of stories resulted from the 
movement of the bodies,” Moore said. 
The tight security surrounding the recov¬ 
ery was directed by the same people who 
guarded the the Manhattan Project’s 
development of the atomic bomb, he 
said. * . • 

Walter H. Andrus, international direc¬ 
tor of the Mutual UFO Network, said 
that despite Jimmy Carter’s campaign 
promises the government has refused to 
release much of its information about 
UFOs. " 

Many NASA scientists were among the 
crowd attending the symposium which 
Andrus said was more technical than 
most of the group’s annual meetings. 

“We take this very seriously,” Andrus 
said. There is no doubting the existence 
of UFOs, he said, “But where are they 
from? We don’t know. The most exciting 
answer is they are extraterrestrial 
visitors.”

FRIDAY, JUNE 6th 

The whole day was alive with UFO discussions and introductions. UFO 
directors, investigators and interested laymen were checking into their 
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rooms from all over the United States and Canada. I met Walt Andrus again 
and ended up in his room with his lovely wife, Jean, and some of their as¬ 
sociates and friends. We went from there to lunch together and I met Dr. 

Leo Sprinkle in the restaurant. Things were now getting interesting. After 
lunch everyone met with everyone else in various rooms and by the pool to 
talk UFOs and introduce themselves. I ended up by the pool with Leo Sprinkle 
and some other investigators deep in discussion on different cases. Cards 
and addresses were exchanged constantly throughout the convention. All of 
the business cards I took with me were handed out in the first day. 

In the evening everyone met at the prince Room of the Motel to regis¬ 
ter for the next day and to have a social get together. It was a casual 
affair, but all degrees of formality in dress was found - unfortunately, 
no little men in silver suits showed up. I met G.A. Pennington - the man 
who sent up the diagrams on how to build a Magnetometer to Sid MacKinnon, 
and found him to be an extremely interesting person to talk to. I talked 
with Bill Moore near the end of the evening. Bill was there with Stanton 
and both were busy selling the book, " THE PHILADELPHIA EXPERIMENT T I had 
met Bill a couple of years earlier during a most interesting meeting in 
Toronto so we had a lot to talk about. I also spoke briefly to Bob Pratt 
of the NATIONAL ENQUIRER . R a y Stanford introduced himself and I was sud¬ 
denly off in another direction - project Starlight. Ray is a quick-witted 
and charming man and kept my interest throughout the conversation. I met 
John Scbuessler and John Magor for the first time, and spent a most enjoy¬ 
able time talking with them. A documentary on mutilations called "A Strange 
Harvest" was shown and I left the social gathering in search of Leo Sprinkle. 
I located him in the restaurant and spent the rest of the evening talking 
about the art of hypnosis with UFO contactees. This went on late into the 
night but eventually everyone was talked out and drifted back to their rooms 
to turn in for the night. 

SATURDAY. JUNE 7th 


The actual Symposium was not held at the motel since the rooms there 
were not spacious enough, so transportation to the Clear Lake High School 
was provided by a constantly-running shuttle bus. Members and speakers 
were down in the lobby at 7:45 a.m. to be taken over to the school. 

I wore my custom-made T shirt with WE ARE NOT ALONE o n the front and 
STRATFORD UFO RESEARCH TEAM on the back in glittery letters. It provided 
a bit of free advertising and a lot of curious looks and questions. There 
were quite a few people with special shirts, buttons or clothes. I met two 
men who were dressed all in white with sandels and sporting long beards and 
headbands. They said the 'space brothers' asked them to be there and spread 
the word throughout those who attended. The word was love one another and 
that they were there among us. 

The school was a most modern design and very efficiently air condition¬ 
ed. In fact, most of those attending (including me) were also freezing! I 
never dreamed that in Texas I would be so cold! The crowds were not very 
thick - only about 300 people attended the convention. 

The first speaker was Walt Andrus who simply thanked everyone for 
attending and spoke abit on the set-up of the day's activities. The next 
to talk was John F. Schuessler. John is the MUFQN Deputy Director of Ad¬ 
ministration and a Staff Member of the MUFON UFO JOURNAL. He is president 
of VEHICLE INTERNAL SYSTEMS INVESTIGATIVE TEAM (VISIT) and Editor of POT¬ 
POURRI NEWS. John spoke on VISIT - what they are doing and how they are 
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doing it. He showed slides and compared what a UFO witness might see aboard 
a UFO to actual slides of the' interior of our own spacecraft. I have John 
tape recorded for anyone interested in listening to it. A tape recorder was 
set up by the speakers which recorded each lecture and copies were made later 
in a special machine. These copies sold for $5*00 each at the convention, 
and MUFON may still have some available for anyone who wishes to purchase 
one.

Displays and exhibits were set up in the various classrooms and I 
wandered in and out looking at everything. There was an Investigator’s 
Workshop, a Close Encounter Case Workshop, a Scandanavian UFO Research 
Workshop etc. In one room the film, "A Strange Harvest” was shown through¬ 
out the day. This room was always filled, since the documentary was very 
well done and attracted quite alot of viewers. All programs were operating 
simultaneously so those attending could take in as much as possible in the 
shortest amount of time. 

At 10:15 I was back in the auditorium waiting for the next speaker. 

Henry Monteith was next on the agenda. Henry is a ph.D. and is presently 
employed by the Sandia Laboratories, Albuquerque, New Mexico where is works 
in Nuclear Weapons Technology. He spoke on the Unified Field Theory and the 
UFO. The subject was a deep and complex one but Henry managed to convert 
it into layman's terms and kept everyones interest with his wit and humor, 
his brilliance and showmanship, his friendliness and speaking ability. I was 
totally fascinated by him, and even though I didn't understand everything he 
said, I listened intently nonetheless. I came away feeling that I bad a 
glimpse into a very powerful, special human being. Anyone interested in 
writing to Henry can reach him at: 1731 Kit Carson S.W., Albuquerque, New 
Mexico 871 0l|. 

James E. Oberg came on next. Jim is 35 and works at NASA's Mission 
Control in Houston where he is an employee of McDonnell-Douglas Corporation. 
He is also a UFO columnist for OMNI magazine and a published author on space- 
flight and astronomy. Jim spoke on the con side of UFOs. He believes that 
most reported UFOs can be explained as various identifiable objects and 
phenomenon. I stayed for most of his talk and found it intriguing. Anyone

There was a lunch break and sandwiches were sold in the cafeteria for 
those who didn't wish to leave for lunch. I stayed at the school and talked 
to John Magor and a few others during the break. After lunch, Ray Stanford 
was scheduled to speak. Everyone filed back into the auditorium and Ray 
demonstrated all the equipment Project Starlight had for the research they 
are doing. It was quite impressive to see such an array of highly expensive 
equipment sitting on the stage surrounded by men in pure white suits. Ray 
explained each in turn and spoke abit about his organization. 

Ray Stanford is an active practicioner of instrumented UFO hard-data 
monitoring and recording. He has been an investigator of UFOs since 1953 
and founded Project Starlight International (P.S.I.) in 1973* PSI provides 
employment for a staff of four, plus volunteer work for others when the 
permanent UFO observatory is in full operation. The project boasts equip¬ 
ment such as radar, and a broad range of optical equipment including a 
spectrographic camera, a coupled telescope-laser-photomultiplier-video 
system for UFO light pulse and light bend studies, a gravimeter, automatic 
recording magnetometers and high quality sound recording equipment. Ray 
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spoke on a film of a UFO he-took on December 12th, 1977 aboard Braniff 
Flight #9 (a Boeing 727) LaGuardia to Dallas-Ft. Worth International. The 
talk was pretty technical in some parts, but Ray did show the 2 minute film 
and aid an analysis of it for tke audience. Excellent photographs and the 
analysis are in the UFO Symposium proceedings which I picked up just after 
his talk. 

I did some wandering around during Richard C. Niemtzow's talk so I 
cannot accurately describe its contents. I talked briefly with Len Spring- 
field and was allowed to view the photographs he has of the aliens. 

Dr. Leo Sprinkle was the next speaker and a favorite of most of the 
audience. Leo is the Director of Counseling and Testing and professor of 
Counseling Services at the University of Wyoming, Laramie. His major pro¬ 
fessional interests include counseling, hypnosis, parapsychology and the 
psychological aspects of UFO research. He is presently a consultant to the 
Aerial phenomena Research Organization in Tucson, Arizona. Leo spoke on 
UFO Contactees. His question was Are they Captive Collaborators or Cosmic 
Citizens? He is a fluent speaker who mixes humor with data and captures his 
audience right from the start. I thoroughly enjoyed his talk and have it or 
tape for anyone interested in listening to it. Leo sends out a form to 
those who write to him claiming a 'lost time' episode, and I have requested 
he send me one for inspection. If you have had an incident where you be¬ 
lieve you have 'lost time' and wish to receive a form, you can correspond 
with Leo at the University of Wyoming, Box 3708, Laramie, Wyoming 82071. 

Fred Merritt from the Center for UFO Studies was next to speak but I 
was unable to attend. . Right at this moment I became quite ill and had to 
be taken back to the Motel to rest. I missed the entire evening session 
so cannot write about it accurately or in depth. Briefly the evening ses¬ 
sion hosted Dr. Alain Esterle from GEPAN, Centre National D'Etudes Spatiales 
Toulouse, France and Stanton Friedman, Nuclear Physicist and National UFO 
Lecturer, from Hayward , California. His talk was on "Flying Saucer Tech¬ 
nology. " 

The rest of the evening went by without me and I came back into the 
swing of things the next day.

No identifiable pilots of Unidentified Flying Objects 
turned out for a UFO conference Saturday, but among 
those who did were True Believers, investigators of 
greater and lesser scientific acumen, a critic or two and 
some who were just curious about the subject. 

* Although no pilots were in evidence, a few of the 
participants appeared to be flying on a higher plane of 
cosmic consiousness. 

Among those at the day-long session at Clear Lake 
| High School was Leonard Stringfield. a business execu- 
; tive from Cincinnati. He is a True Believer with a capital 
■IT and a capital B. For more than 30 years he has been 
^chasing reports of saucer debris and bodies spirited 
►away from the scenes of various UFO crashes. 

! Stringfield says that if any question about UFO's both¬ 
ers him'it is transportation. How, just how, do these 
saucers slip across the vast expanses of interstellar 
Tspace. Even at the speed of light. 186.000 miles per 
r second, the trip to Earth from the next nearest star 
-(nearest being the Sun) w-ould take a boringly long ten 
[ years. And that star is no particular candidate for host- 

* ing planets anyway. 

Henry Monteith, an engineer at the Sandia 
‘Laboratories in New- Mexico, may have the answer. 

» “The speed of light is the limit in Einstein's four-dimen- 
r sional space. But that doesn’t mean there is a limit in a 
^ higher dimension,” he says. 

y To Monteith, that higher dimension is reachable 
"through the mind, whether engineering can get there or 
►not. Nature,‘meaning natural forces, can communicate 
r instantaneously over infinite distances. And if Mother 
; Nature can do it, so can we, he says. 

’ Telepathy, mind-to-mind communication as it is knowm 
i in several religions, is the only way that will work, he 
*■ says. But Monteith also believes in believing. And work- 
| ing to make those beliefs come true. w‘ - ~ . 

; Stanton Friedman, one of the big guns of UFOology 
^and a professional lecturer on the subject, comes across 
\ with refreshing candor. “Most UFO’s turn out to be 
l Jupiter. Or the Goodyear blimp,” he says.' 

I But after weeding out the sightings of things identifia- 
J ble. such as the blimp, and sightings for which there just 

■ isn’t enough information to make a judgment,, there 

* -- ---- - 


remains a significant body of sightings of objects whose 
characteristics indicate they were made on a planet 
other than Earth, he says. 

“These are the sightings that intrigue me,” he says 
with a shade of understatement. 

Friedman says that the old and much abused Project 
Bluebook report prepared for the U.S. Air Force looked 
in detail at 3.000 sightings. Of these. 79 percent were 
identified and 11 percent w-ere dumped for insufficient 
data. - 

The real story of Project Bluebook is in the remaining 
20 percent of the cases which remain unexplained, Fried¬ 
man says, contending that thev«have remained 
unexplained because the Air Force smothered the 
project in misleading press releases. w ^ ^ 

He cites as an example of the coverup an incident in 
New Mexico in July 1947 when, after a terrific lightening- 
storm, a rancher found the debris of a crashed aircraft. 

The Air Force was summoned, cleaned up a pickup 
load of debris., and after First claiming capture of the 
First craft from outerspace, declared that the mysterious 
wreckage was, after all. only a weather balloon. 

If so, Friedman snorts, it was a weather balloon made 
of metal too tough to pound out of shape with a sledge 
hammer, with trimmings of woody-looking stuff that 
wouldn’t bum. 0 * ~ 

Chief critic of most UFO studies is Jim Oberg, a 
computer specialist at Johnson Space Center. He is a bit 
noncommittal on whether UFOs are or aren’t. But he 
spares no scorn for most of the research done in their 
behalf. ~ 

It is possible, he says, that some UFO stories are 
simply cover stories planted to confuse or misdirect the 
public away from other governmental activites. It could 
be that somebody simply-is studying ihe-spread of 
rumors, he says. 

Although he professes to be convinced of the honesty 
^nd sobriety of most of the sources of sightings, Oberg 
says there is some good, though indirect, evidence to the 
effect that the government has no UFOs to study. - 
-This negative evidence is the fact that no alien technol¬ 
ogy Las shown up in America’s space program. “We 
would be doing some things differently,” he says, instead 
of “blundering through on our own.” 

The conference was sponsored by the Mutual UFO 
Netw ork and attracted about 300 persons from across the 
United States and several foreign countries.^ - 3U 








In the January/February, 1980, issue of the newsletter, I inserted an article 
sent to me by Fernando Guardia, from Madrid, Spain. This article was entitled 
"Incredible Adventure of a Majorcan Couple" and it pertained to "dimensional 
doors". 

Richard Heiden, of Milwaukee, Wise., a subscriber to the newsletter, 
responded to that article, stating the article was a hoax. I have copied 
part of Richard's letter, as I think it is important for everyone to have the 
correct details of the case.

current issue (I was going to give the page number here, but 1 see you 
don’t number the pages--another suggestion for improvement).

Guaraia lyou gave this shortened as 
Fernando Guarcis, which is not really correct--in Spanish two surnames 
are common, the first one being the father's, or family name, and the 
second one being the mother’s maiden name--a correct shortening would 
be Fernando Cerda; note the accent, as cerda without an accent is the 
Spanish word for sow, as in female pig). r-.e had originally sent the 
article to l^ucius Farish, editor of the UFO hevsclipping Service (UFGiCS). 
I translated in for Lou, and it was published in the Oct. 1979 issue, 
from, which ^r. Cerda retyped it for you. The introduction to the article 
says it is "a documented case concerning ’dimensional doors.’" Actually, 
the case is of very poor quality. By itself, the article sounds sus¬ 
picious. The reporter does not know the couple involved in the case, 
and all of the information is second-hand. Yet the article contains a 
tremendous number of details that 1 doubt the couple themselves would 
remember, and I *o not believe that all these details could be obtained 
through an intermediate source--the type of music they were playing, 
what the peasant was wearing, and, of course, the extended conversation, 
which is quoted word for word. 

i asked my friend, Pedro RedSn, editor of the Spanish UfO magazine 
STENDEK, about this and similar cases. His reply, dated October 16, 

1979, translates as follows: 

"During this past spring news reached us from several sources of a 
couple traveling in a car who had been teleported. We paid a great deal 
of attention to it, and very diverse news of the same event, but in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the country, were arriving. I mean that the same case 
was published with different data. One time it was a couple going from 
Palma de Majorca to Seville, in another version they were going from 
Madrid to Seville, in another from Barcelona to Seville, etc., etc. It 
was talked about on TV, in the papers, on radio, etc. We have tried to 
locate some of them (the witnesses), without being able to. So has the 
Parapsychology Society of Madrid, and it did not obtain anything either. 
We believe they are different versions of an invented case. Don't worry 
about it anymore, as it is not important." 

As a matter of fact, one article alone that Sr. Cerda sent Lou Farish 
(the Oviedo LA NUEVA ESPANA of May 8, 1979) has three different versions 
of the supposed teleportation. In addition, a Buenos Aires magazine 
(translated in UFONS of Sep. 1979) had a story in its June 29, 1979, edi¬ 
tion about two brothers driving from Valencia to Huelva (in Spain), who 
were teleported to Puerto Rico. 

Supposed teleportations have been published in the UFO literature 
before, which may or may not be genuine. But this Spanish case, at any 
rate, I think can definitely be considered a hoax.

ALBERT EINSTEIN AND HIS ELASTIC BAND, nobody is enjoying it? 
Einstein's rhythm section created a brand new beat called 
'time dilation', which consists of two contrapuntally different 
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rhythms co-existing simultaenously. These dual pulses 
dilate and contract, speed up and slow down in their two- 
way stretch, producing a bio-rhythm that's the beat of the 
Universe. It sounds like a voice from 'out there'--and

Yet most of those dancing have 
lead feet; they are stiff and reluctant to let themselves 
freely Disco-vibrate to its duality as spawned by that 


awesome music prodigy. So may I up the tempo by having 


a little fun with a few other ponderables? 

Let's postulate that IF Earth were traveling through 
space at the speed of light, there would be no time dilation 
on Earth to contrast with space capsule time to another star. 
On this assumption, since the dog star Sirius is 8 light years 
distant, the calendar in the space capsule and also on Earth 
would show an agreeable ->6 years round-trip as passing equit¬ 
ably. However we all know that Earth is not traveling at the 
SOL; we are part of a comparatively static system orbiting 
the Sun at 66,000mph, and the Sun with its solar system, is 
part of the Milky Way galaxy which is moving north toward 
the constellation Lyra at around one million mph. Yet, Light 
has inexorably covered over 11 million miles in that one hour. 
Therefore it's "how" and "where" we measure time which reveals 
time dilation. 


That is why Einstein's stretchy rubberband of time dilation

We don't have to mine future time for humor today. I 
found a time dilation joke dashed on the rocks of present 
reality that I'd like to share with you. In his '79 article, 
Walter Sullivan ( What If We Succeed , Cosmic Search, Vol. 1, 

No. 1, Jan) reported this, which I find pathetically laughable 
altogether, 

"... to mark the inauguration of the newly 
surfaced dish of the giant antenna at Arecibo, 

Puerto Rico, a message has been treansmitted 
Nov 12, 1974, toward Messier 13, a globular 
cluster of 300,000 stars in which conceiv¬ 
ably a civilization resides. 

The message was in the form of a TV 
picture in binary form along the lines 

proposed by Bernard Oliver and Frank Drake 
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as a likely mode of interstellar attention- 
getting. What Sir Martin may not have 
realized was that the message would not reach 
Messier 13 for 24,000 years..." 

My dear Sir Martin, only 24,000 years? Quick, man the 
earphones! They'll answer us in only 48,000 light years! 
Which means we have only 11,682,944,869 earth years to tune 
in! Calling CQ...calling CQ...This is stone three from 
the Sun...How do you read me?... Calling CQ, CQ... 
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The Marcen Journal (Mutual Anomaly Research Centre and Evaluation Network, 
I n c.), Volume II, Number III, of Kensington, Md., Director Williard F. 

McIntyre, Ph.D., had a most interesting article concerning UFO Occupants. I 
have reproduced the article in full.

The five alien entities shown facing forward on the cover are represen¬ 
tatives of the three main types of UFO occupants most frequently encountered. 
The cover was drawn by MARCEN artist A1 Kenyon based on composite sketches 
most generally accepted as representative by the thousands of witnesses 
reporting close encounters of the third kind. 

The furry creature shown nicking up a rock at the left is a type III 
entity. The short fellows in the helmetless space suits to the far right 
and second from left are representatives of Type I entities. The tall al¬ 
most human looking figure in the center is a type II UFO occupant, accord¬ 
ing to the eyewitnesses. To his left is another type III entity. 

Shown looking on to add some scale is a normal human being at the far 
right apparently startled by the scene he has stumbled upon. 

The three types of entities shown here are not all that have been rep¬ 
orted but they are the three types most frequently reoorted. Although shown 
all together on the cover for the sake of artistic simplicity, MARCEN is 
not aware of any cases where all three types have been reported together. 

Reports are frequent of type III occupants seen in the proximity of o' 
either Types I or II and occassionallv several type Is may be reported 
with one type II who seems to be the leader or commander in those cases. 

The UFO occupants reoorted in the largest numbers are type Is who 
have originated the "little green men" myths because they are occassionally 
reoorted to be wearing pastel green clothing. Their flesh color is most 
often reported as a pale tan or ashen grey. 

Although the tvoe I entities have been reported as having skin colora¬ 
tions ranging from translucent white to blue and even metallic black, they 
have not been reported as green and there are no known reports of pink or 
human-like coloration. 

The type I aliens are most often reoorted to be from three to four 
and a half feet in height with out of proportion large heads. The large 
heads and high foreheads are assumed to represent advanced or superior 
cerebral development. The two eyes are usually reported as larae and wide¬ 
ly separated, often even described as wrap around. It i^ widelv assumed 
that thev have a verv wide angle of peripheral vision and often exhibit 
abnormal sensitivity to light. Eye colors have been reoorted as deep black, 
deep blue, or a glowing yellow or yellow green. 

Ears on type I aliens are described as barely noticeable to verv larqe 
and orominant. Noses seem to ranae from almost human to bare slits. The 
mouths of the tvoe I aliens are described as ranaina from a slit with no 
lips to a puckered ooenina. Jaws are normally nonorominent and taper to a 
pointed chin. 

These aliens are reported to have broad shoulders and Iona thin arms 
with almost human hands. Their legs and feet are said to be in proportion 
to their body size. 

The tvoe I humanoids do not appear to wear anv kind of standard uniform 
but they are most often described as wearina a seamless "diving suit" of 
pastel metallic appearing fabrics. A few reports have them wearinq or 
carrvina a bubble like transparent helmet. 
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The type I aliens are reported to wear a weapon of sorts in the form 
of a box that emits a nonlethal beam of light that often stuns or tempor¬ 
arily paralyzes humans and animals. The possibility exists that this 
"weapon" could kill if the aliens desired but this is not known to have 
occurred. 

These aliens are most often encountered only at night and they are 
usually repairing their vehicles or collecting biological and geological 
specimens. Then humans chance upon them, they exhibit shyness and cur¬ 
iosity usually strategically retreating. Only when they are threatened 
or cornered do they appear to utilize their stun rays. 

The type II aliens seem to emerge from the characteristics of the 
type Is once they reach a height of six feet and then the physical ap¬ 
pearance is nearly completely human. These type IIs are usually described 
as appearing oriental of face with a very suntanned appearance. They are 
most often said to be wearing a coverall type garmet or leisure fatigues- 
again in pastel colors. 

Type IIs are frequently sighted in daylight but otherwise exhibit the 
same behavior of type Is. Most reported UFO abduction cases are said to 
be carried out exclusively by type IIs or by type Is with one or more 
type IIs present and in charge. 

The probably fictionalized reports of "Men in Black" or oriental ap¬ 
pearing humans who dress in black and harass UFO witnesses and investi¬ 
gators and seize pictures and evidence are often blamed on type II aliens. 
No one at MARCEN has even had a Man in Black encounter nor knows anyone 
who has that can be confirmed. 

Most diverse and interesting of the UFO aliens are the type Ills. The 
entities were most frequently reoorted during the UFO flaps of the 1950s 
but a few are still reported today. 

The type III seem to exhibit the intelligence equivalent to that of a 
chimpanzee and may be either lower life forms trained to gather specimens 
or experimental cyborgs (animals that are part machines). 

Cn 

The type Ills range from two foot tall hairy bipeds to more than 7 
feet tall Bigfoot type monsters. 

Many ufologists are today speculating that all Bigfoot reports are 
of type III aliens since more and more modern Bigfoot encounters are acrrr 
companied by UFOs in the vicinity. 

The type Ills are always reported as totally covered with hair except 
for face, palms of hands and soles of feet and never clothed. They report¬ 
edly have large pumpkin shaped heads with short or no necks. Broad shoul-; 
ders and disproportionately long arms are the rule along with human-like 
hands and feet with long nails or claws. 

These aliens usually exhibit bipedal locomotion although they have 
been observed on "all fours." Footprints left behind are reported to be 
almost human in appearance. 

Type III seem to exhibit considerable belligerance and violence when 
interfered with by humans. They are usually spotted grabbing 1 biological 
and geological samples indiscriminately. 
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Type IV aliens are the really bizarre creatures that generate nig 


Type IV aliens are the really bizarre creatures that generate night¬ 
mares for months after being observed. They are 'rarely humanoid at all 
in form and may even range from giant amoebas to glowing and invisible 
entities. 

The most famous type IV reported was in West Virginia with the seven 
foot tall "Flatwoods Monster" of the 1950s with a glowing red head shaped 
like an "ace of spades" and the flying "mothman" near Point Pleasant in 
the 1960s. Nearby Ohio contributed its share in 1978 with a "Bighead" 
creature. 

It is in fact difficult to determine if Type IVs really are life forms 
by classical definition. 

It is interesting to note that the type I aliens are most frequently 
reported and all of the stories circulating and periodically revived of 
crashed saucers and UFO retrievals indicate the recovery of type I bodies. 

We also note the almost total lack of hostility from the intelligent 
types of entities. Type I aliens have been reported as responding when 
waved at by waving back or responding with the same gestures as shown them. 
There are also reports of persons flashing flashlights or headlights at 
UFOs and the UFO flashing back the same sequence. 

Wherever these aliens come from, they do not seem to pose any serious 
hostile threat, at least not in one to one confrontations.

THAT MATERIAL, some

5een declassified, is now 
jpen to public scrutiny un¬ 
der the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act (F80IA). 

Some 1,500 pages of FBI 
documents concerning 
UFO’s are now in the hands 
:>f Cleveland Ufology Pro¬ 
ject (CUP) member Dennis 
Pilichis, who recently 
shared some of that data 
with project members at 

he regular CUP monthly 
meeting at the Cardinal 
federal Savings and Loan 
Association in Parma. 

Pilichis, who also heads 
he UFO Information Net- 
vork, a worldwide UFO 
act gathering organization 
wit of Rome, Ohio, received 
he three volume set of FBI 
•ecords from a Massachu¬ 
setts ufologist who had 
spent 13 months obtaining 
he data via Freedom of In- 
ormation Act procedures. 

The network has also ap- 
)lied for and is currently 
waiting about 1,000 UFO- 
•elated documents from the 
;IA, Pilichis said. 

That, in addition to mi- 
:rofilm of the Air Force’s 
iow discontinued “Project 
Hue Book” which in¬ 
vestigated UFO sightings in 
he past, forms part of the 
letwork’s mammoth li- 
>rary of literature on the 
lying saucer phenomenon. 


Although he has not yet 
had a chance to read ali 
1,500 pages of the FBI ma¬ 
terial, Pilichis said scann¬ 
ing the files has produced 
some general impressions 
about the way that govern¬ 
ment agency dealt with the 
subject of UFO’s. 

"THE FBI STAND on the 
aubject matter is that it 
does not vouch for the au¬ 
thenticity of the UFO re¬ 
ports. In any event, these 
files prove they took UFO’s 
very seriously. Before 
everyone thought it was 
Just a laughing matter,” 
said Pilichis. 

“In 1905 it was a crack¬ 
pot thing to be interested In 
UFO’s. There was no way 
of knowing then the FBI 
had 500 pages on UFO’s. 
It’s a staggering thing for a 
UFO v historian to learn 
this,” he added. 

“The government as a 
whole publicly would tell 
you this was nothing but 
Junk. But privately they’ve 
always been seriously in¬ 
terested in thephenomena,” 
he said. 

FBI files contain a diver¬ 
sity of correspondence 
which shows the agency 
acting as a collector of 
data, including everything 
from descriptions of sight¬ 
ings to letters from people 
.accusing UFO buffs of 
being -communists, to re¬ 
ports on the aerodynamics 
of the frisbee, the ufologist 
' noted. 

“But even when they got 
letters accusing UFO 
! groups of being subversive, i 
the FBI records show the 

_ i 

agency didn’t go out of its 
way to mess with UFO 
people,” Pilichis said. 

Just about everything but 
the kitchen sink was includ¬ 
ed in the FBI files, al¬ 
though portions of most 
letters have been censored. 
Some of that censorship 
seems to be fairly “mun¬ 
dane,” Pilichis said, be¬ 
cause of an FOIA privacy 
clause which prevents dis¬ 
closure of the names of pri¬ 
vate citizens who sent 
correspondence to the FBI 
In the first place. Other 
censorship within the docu¬ 
ments appears “question¬ 
able” in nature, he said. 


THE DATA includes new 
information on “a lot of 

good sightings” that so far 
have never showed up in 

air force files, the ufologist 
said. Those incident will be 
added to information al¬ 
ready reports compiled by 
Pilichis and his colleagues. 

The 28-year-old ufologist, 
whose interest in flying 
saucers was stimulated 
when he saw a “glistening, 
metallic disk” in the sky 
along with other witnesses 
at the age of 14, said he col¬ 
lects anything and every¬ 
thing about UFO’s and does 
not try to censor his own 
material or make Judg¬ 
ments about what is or is 
not a “real” UFO 
experience. 

His aim is to act as a li¬ 
brarian or curator of spe¬ 
cial interest material that 
otherwise might not sur¬ 
vive very long, and to place 
the phenomena known as 
“UFO’s” in historical per¬ 
spective, he said. 

Pilichis’ personal opinion 
of UFO’s is that “they’re 
real, but I don’t know what 
they are.” 

“The data’s not in yet. 
But in the *50s there was 
only one primitive notion — 
that they were metallic 
beings in a canned space¬ 
craft coming possibly from 
the planet Mars and land¬ 
ing in our backyards. But 
now in the ’70s we’ve 
evolved other possible theo¬ 
ries, because apparently 
it’s not that simple,” he 
said. 

Some theories? 

“They could be plain and 
simple physical craft from 
other planets,” he said. 

“They could be ulter-di- 
mensional . . . they could 
exist on another plane, 
slightly altered from ours 
but coexistent with us. That 
brings in the possibility of 
time travellers, warping 


from one place to another, 
pepping in and popping out 
of our skies,” Pilichis 
suggested. 

The ufologist compared 
that theory to the effect 
dropping a needlepoint or a 
pinpoint onto a microscope 
slide would have on a colo¬ 
ny of amoebas floating on 
the glass. 

“THESE AMOEBAS mul¬ 
tiply, break up, have fami¬ 
lies; they grow and 
generations die in hours. 
Now if you put a drop of 
water containing amoebas 
on the slide and take a 
needle and poke it in the 


extraterrestrial culture, 
and the clincher would be if 
thrse aliens were dreaming 
oi having nightmares about 
humans, but had never 
‘seen’ us for real,” the ufo¬ 
logist noted. 

And it’s possible, Pilichis 
said, that any number oi 
combination of possibilities 
about UFO’s could be tnw 
at the same time. 

WHEN ONE ADDS tc 
these theories the possi 
bilities that a particular re 


water, the little amoebas 
will say, ‘Oh, look, there’s 
the stuff Grandpa was talk¬ 
ing about in the sky,’ right? 
And you pull the needle 
back out, the amoebas in 
turn eventually die, while 
their descendents live on. 
The parable is very 
sound,” he said. 

Another possibility is that 
UFO’s could be a “func¬ 
tional mythology” and may 
be part of a collective con¬ 
sciousness of humanity, he 
said. 

“Recently a report was 
done, and people who knew 
nothing about UFO’s were

UWESTIGATES UFOs 


"The matter is the most highly classified subject in the United States 
Government rating higher even than the H-bomb 

"The entire matter is considered by the United States authorities to be 
of tremendous significance." 


T hese are direct quotes from a 
Canadian government document, 
“Geo-Magnetics”, which was rate“Top 
Secret”. This was in 1950 according to 
Res Bureaux Bulletin, June of 1979. 

Still, after almost thirty years, 
France is the only major country that 
has a systemic, government-funded 
organization for the scientific 
investigation of U.F.O. phenomenon. 
This is from a 1979 report by the 
Center for U.F.O. Studies (CUFOS) in 
the U.S.A- While obviously many 
governments may have “covert 
investigations in progress”, only 
France admits that a U.F.O, study is in 
progress. 

The French study itself is known as 
GEPAN —Groupe d’Etudes de 
Phenomenes Aerospateaux Aeriales 
Nouedentifees and is part of the 
CNES — Centre Nationale Etude 
Spatiales. This is, according to 
CUFOS, a “French counterpart to 
NASA”. GEPAN, established in May, 


’77, consists of scientists with CNES as 
well as external consulting scientists 
from academic and governmental 
institutions. According to their chief, 
Dr. Alain Esterle, GEPAN’s activities 
are being conducted through data 
collection, pre-treatment, data analysis 
and “packaging” of specific research 
projects that will be offered to other 
agencies. Three areas of particular 
study include soil samples 
electro-magn etic effects—magnetic 
detector devices, psychological and 
sociological as well as physiological 
studies (effects on humans and 
animals). Their concern includes the 
“dissemination of responsible 
information about the U.F.O. 
phenomenon”. 

GEPAN, being a national effort, 
restricts its investigations to French 
sightings. In its data collection, 
GEPAN has the “serious” cooperation 
of military and governmental agencies. 
According to CUFOS, there is “no 


official blockage” as in the U.S.A. The 
Gendarmerie, the police, have been 
instructed to be serious about U.F.O. 
investigations. GEPAN is presently 
receiving about twenty reports per 
month from the Gendarmerie. French 
Air Force, Navy as well as civil 
aviation reports are provided. 

GEPAN is very important to the 
world-wide study of U.F.O. 
phenomena—even though it operates 
only within French territorial limits. 
Cooperative understandings have been 
made with major U.F.O. organizations 
including the Center for U.F.O. 
Studies. Hopefully, important 
information will be shared openly with 
the peoples of the world. GEPAN is a 
pioneer. Hopefully, soon other 
nations, including the U.S.A. and 
Canada, will organize similar viable, 
visible effective organizations to 
adequately study the U.F.O. 
phenomena. After all, “Flying saucers 
exist.!”

“So far, I’ve traced it back to France,” 
he said. “I think that the girl is Japanese 
royalty, part of a family which visited 
Paris long ago and while there, a French 
sculptor probably modeled her likeness.” 

The bust bears an inscription with a 
foundry name — the Raingo Foundry— 
on its base. There is also the suggestion 
that it was cast in 1877. In any case, the 
statue now stands on a gray stone pedestal 
in the living room of Demetrius’ South 
Hills townhouse. But he wishes that it 
could be on display in the United Nations 
as “a warning against war.” 

“The whole world is someday going to 
be destroyed by the atomic bomb,” De¬ 
metrius said. “We’ll end up just like Mars, 
Jupiter and the lifeless planets in our solar 
system. 


“The statue’s crying is a warning that 
such destruction will lead to desolation.”

The Chinese journal, Fossils, has revealed 
that soldiers of the Chinese army have 
reported killing and eating a creature re¬ 
sembling the abominable snowman, or 
“yeti,” in the Flimalayan foothills in 1962. 

The Chinese scientific journal said the 
soldiers told of eating “meat from a snow¬ 
man” which they had killed in a remote 
section of Yunnan province.

BOOK REVIEWS 


SITUATION RED: THE UFO SIEGE by Leonard H. 
Stringfield (Doubleday, NYC, 1977, xvi+224 pp., 
5 appendices, illus. $8.95) 

Early in his ufological career, Len Stringfield was desig¬ 
nated by the USAF as the southwestern Ohio Ground 
Observer Corps filter center for UFO reports. GOC obser¬ 
vers who saw UFOs told Len and, if he deemed the tale 
important enough, he passed it on to Wright-Patterson 
AFB. He told that story in his Inside Saucer Post 3-0 Blue . 
Now he’s back . . . and with a rather frightening assess¬ 
ment of current UFO activity. 

Situation Red outlines what Stringfield believes is the 
growing boldness of UFO operators in harassing and in¬ 
juring humans. We are, he thinks, being set up for more 
unpleasantness and perhaps even an attempt at invasion 
and conquest of Earth. It’s a scary thesis Stringfield pro¬ 
vides as he recounts case after case after case of apparently 
responsible people claiming that some damnably fright¬ 
ening things have happened to them. 

We read of three women down in Kentucky kidnapped 
by aliens, of a private pilot over Mexico whose plane was 
controlled by three UFOs, of a family of three that van¬ 
ished in New Mexico, of Fritz Werner who claims to have 


been part of a government team inspecting a crashed 
saucer and its dead ‘pilot’ in a southwestern U.S. desert 
25 years ago, of USAF jets that vanished while chasing 
UFOs, of rank-smelling Big Hairy Monsters seen near 
UFO landing sites, and dozens of other weird and un¬ 
settling cases. He even tells us of people being killed. 
Dead. Melted down into gloppy heaps of quivering flesh. 

Now that sort of thing may be fine for the sci-fi johnnies 
whose far futures have often been full of nightmare aliens 
invading Earth, slaughtering the men and raping the fair 
maidens, but we are supposed to be dealing with reality 
here, and for me there is far too much lacking in the way 
of adequate documentation. I have commented on other 
occasions that I do not accept deathbed ‘confessions’ of 
single witnesses who claim to have seen little green men 
in ‘pickle jars’ at this, that, or another government or 
government-connected institution. I cannot accept claims 
that a crashed saucer, 90 feet in diameter, can be lifted 
onto a truck in some southwestern American desert and 
then driven over 1940s-era roads to Ohio . . . undetected. 
(Go find an undivided, 4-lane highway and measure off 
90 feet and see if you think it could be done.) 

There may be in this book the kernels of some great 
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truths. It may be that we are indeed being set up for a 
Wellsian invasion (as opposed to one by the Soviets), but 
from my judgment seat, the proof of his contentions is 
not in Stringfield’s book . . . nor have they appeared in 
the years since it was published. Sorry, Len, hearsay just 
won’t do.

SECRETS OF OUR SPACESHIP MOON, by Don 
Wilson, Dell Publishing Co., 1 Dag Hammarskjold 
Plaza, New York, N.Y. 10017. Paperback, $ 1.95. 

A new (first printing, June 1979) and important scien¬ 
tific study of our satellite is not for the romantics: the Moon 
will never look the same to anyone who reads this book. 
A credible job has been done to an incredible subject. 

The author correlates NASA’s Apollo series of Moon 
Missions with the scientific theories of two Russian scien¬ 
tists, Michael Vasin and Alexander Shcherbakov. The 
basic thought is that our Moon is hollow , and that it was 
placed in orbit by outer-space aliens as a base for UFO 
exploration of the Earth. 

Evidence is submitted to justify all that is speculated 
upon. For instance: 

— the specific gravity of the Moon is now known to be 
3.33 gr./cc compared to 5.5 gr./cc of the Earth. 

— the moon rocks brought back by our astronauts are 
older than any on Earth. 

— the Moon’s orbit is unique in two ways: it is a near¬ 
perfect orbit —the only one in our solar system, and it 
keeps one side toward us—again unlike any other satellite. 

To the last point the author adds some light humor: 

Oh Moon, lovely Moon with the beautiful face, 
Careening through the boundaries of space, 
Whenever I see you I think in my mind, 

Will I ever, oh ever, behold your behind? 

Testimony in favor of the Hollow Moon theory was in¬ 
deed developed by the Apollo series: When the seismo¬ 
graphs recorded the deliberate crash of a small space 
vehicle 40 miles away on the surface of the Moon, NASA 
scientists at the Space Center were amazed to “hear” the 
Moon ringing like a bell for almost an hour. Other recorded 
impacts bear out the same thing —our Moon is hollow 
and has an outer crust 20 to 30 miles in thickness. 

I think this book is “must” reading for all SITU members. 
In fact, our own Dr. Ivan Sanderson is significant in Chap¬ 
ter 1 and throughout.

THE MYSTERIOUS WORLD: AN ATLAS OF THE 
UNEXPLAINED, by Francis Hitching; Holt, Rine¬ 
hart & Winston, 1979 (reprint of British edition, 
1978); bibliog., index, illus., maps. $11.95. 

Hitching has produced a scholarly and well-illustrated 
compendium of Forteana that deserves an honored place 
on the shelf next to Michell and Rickard’s Phenomena. 
The emphasis is heavily ancient history and geological 
anomalies, but other areas are represented adequately 
(SHC, UFOs, Bermuda Triangle, unknown energies). 
One drawback is a geographical imbalance in favor of 
Europe, which might put off some North American readers, 


but this is a minor complaint. The author has a very lucid 
grasp of the nature and implications of all the mysteries 
he discusses, and he is able to convey this to the reader 
succinctly and entertainingly. 

Nearly everything you’ve longed to see a map or chart 
for is mapped and charted here. Some of the most in¬ 
teresting are: a map of cities where Count St. Germain 
was seen in the 18th century (p. 215); a map of cities 
where Christian relics (the True Cross, Holy Lances, etc.) 
are found (p. 179); maps of Stonehenge and Avebury 
showing underground water patterns (pp. 96-97); maps 
of the “Alaise leys” in continental Europe (pp. 77-79); 
a map of places in Asia where Shambhala (Shangri-la) is 
rumored to be (p. 240); a chart of feral child sightings 
(p. 208); and a chart comparing conventional ancient 
chronology, Velikovsky’s revised version, and Biblical 
history (p. 170). 

The bibliography is very interdisciplinary. Hitching cites 
articles from Scottish Zoo and Wildlife and Phrygische 
Kunst as well as Pursuit and Fortean Times. 

Neophyte and veteran Forteans alike will enjoy The Mys¬ 
terious World as a well-organized and extremely useful 
reference guide to the Unknown.

THE PSYCHIC HEALING BOOK , by Wallace, 
Amy & Bill Henkin, Dell, 1979 (reprint of Dela- 
corte Press hardback, 1978); 222 pp., bibliog. 
$2.25. 

This is one of the best “how-to” psychic development 
books to appear on the market for quite some time. Don’t 
let the title fool you — it wasn’t designed to turn you into 
Oral Roberts or a Philippine psychic surgeon overnight. 
Instead, the authors provide a series of exercises that will 
gradually increase awareness and control of one’s various 
clair- senses and the psychic force field surrounding every¬ 
one’s body. Since healing of self and others is one of the 
most positive of psychic activities, it becomes a logical goal 
of psychic development. Very slyly, however, the authors 
introduce the reader to a wide range of phenomena and 
theories, so that the end result is a general systems theory of 
psychic science. 

Wallace and Henkin emphasize that healing is a process 
in which the “healer aligns himself totally with the totally 
harmonious energy of the cosmos . . . and thereby be¬ 
comes a clear channel through which that energy can flow.” 
This cosmic energy, when imparted to and accepted by 
the healee, will tend to restore mental and physical well¬ 
being. 

The whole book is written in a direct, rational style, and 
manages very successfully to be a textbook in applied 
parapsychology. The authors’ only concession to “mysti¬ 
cism” lies in their use of terms like karma, chakras, and 
aura, but there are really no equivalent scientific names 
for these concepts. They point out that anyone can be¬ 
come a psychic healer, whether Christian, Hindu, pagan, 
or Discordian; the secret lies in tuning in to perfectly 
natural energies. Where those energies originate is best 
left for the individual to decide. 

One of the most interesting ideas presented in The Psy¬ 
chic Healing Book is a caution about “karmic ethics.” Just 
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as people might get upset if you went around putting 
aspirins in their coffee unbeknownst to them, so also is it 
morally questionable to zap people with healing vibes 
without their permission. Beginners tend to be over- 
enthusiastic, the authors warn. 

Some of the exercises for beginners include: reading 
chakras and auras, self-awareness and visualization, color 
meditation, and healings in absentia. More advanced 
techniques are precognition encouragement, out-of-body 
healing, past life reading, and talking with spirit guides. 
Sound formidable? For me at least, it seems worth a try.

A few other practice-oriented inner development guides 
to watch out for are: 

HOW TO MAKE ESP WORK FOR YOU , by Harold 
Sherman, Fawcett Crest, 1967 (reprint of DeVorss 
hardback, 1964); 278 pp. 

The primary focus is telepathy and precognition, with 
some discussion of hypnotism, OBE, healing, and medium- 
ship. More anecdotal than practical, but has some useful 
techniques explained. 

OCCULT EXERCISES AND PRACTICES , by Gareth 
Knight, Helios, 1969; 67 pp. 

Too brief and general to be of much use. Mystical Chris¬ 
tian approach, with some Eastern ideas thrown in. 
HYPERSENTIENCE , by Marcia Moore, Bantam, 
1977 (reprint of Crown hardback, 1976); 301 pp. 

Basically, hypersentience is past life reading through 
meditation. Contains a number of basic techniques, but 
the bulk of this tome is case history. Leaves one with the 
impression that you have to join a hypersentience group 
to really do it right. It includes some interesting accounts 
of hypersentient visits to Atlantis, other planets, and “the 
other side of death.” 

DAVID ST. CLAIR S LESSONS IN INSTANT ESP, 
by David St. Clair, Prentice-Hall, 1978; 198 pp., 
index. 

Possibly useful for rank beginners or high school stu¬ 
dents, but St. Clair has a way of talking down to his readers 
that will annoy informed Forteans. He does touch many 
bases, however, and his techniques are valid. 

TANTRA: THE KEY TO SEXUAL POWER AND 
PLEASURE , by Ashley Thirleby, Dell, 1978; 192 
pp., bibliog. 

Finally a no-nonsense guide to sex magick stripped of 
Buddhist mythology and translated into Masters and 
Johnson terms. A bit ritualistic, but the old adage, “it’s 
not what you do —it’s how you do it” seems to apply 
here. Should be placed on the bookshelf between Aleister 
Crowley and Lilly’s Dyadic Cyclone.

SOMEBODY ELSE IS ON THE MOON by George H. 
Leonard (David McKay, NYC, 1976, xix + 232 pp., 
illus. $9.95) 

Project Apollo is over, the astronauts are grounded, 
and nothing moves on the moon, right? Wrong! says 
George Leonard, a man who manages to see things in 


NASA photographs that no one else seems to see (except 
for his carefully anonymous scientific tipster buddy). 
And what he sees, says Leonard, convinces him that alien 
beings are busily tearing up the lunar surface in some sort 
of gigantic mining operation. For proof, in addition to the 
data from his tipster, Leonard provides a number of NASA 
lunar photos on which he has drawn arrows pointing out 
various ‘alien machines.’ Sketches amplifying the photos 
are also provided. 

According to Leonard, not only NASA but other arms 
of government, the aerospace industry, the news media 
the astronauts themselves ... in short, everyone involved 
on a high level with Project Apollo knows that it isn’t our 
moon anymore, it’s “theirs!” The weakness in Leonard’s 
whole case is that we must believe, as he presumably 
does, that either no one is going to talk (save for his tipster) 
or that anyone who does talk will be unable to find any¬ 
one having the Voice of Authority who can be persuaded 
of the truth of the situation. Which, presumably, is why 
George Leonard is telling this tale in a book that probably 
won’t sell for sour apples, rather than your hearing it from 
Walter C. on the evening TV. 

Speaking personally, Leonard hasn’t convinced me 
and in that connection, let me add a personal note. In July 
1976, I had the opportunity to interview Apollo 15 astro¬ 
naut Jim Irwin. Leonard’s book wasn’t out then but a 
magazine excerpt had just been published and I showed it 
to Irwin. His reaction? An emphatic rejection of Leonard’s 
claims. Now you need to know that unlike some astro¬ 
nauts, Irwin was a “maverick” in both his USAF and Apollo 
days. He is scarcely the type to enter into a conspiracy of 
silence. Moreover, Jim Irwin found his Apollo voyage an 
intensely religious experience. After his return, and after 
his near-death from a massive heart attack, he founded 
the High Flight Foundation whose ecumenical religious 
outlook has strong fundamentalist strains in it. Given all 
this, it seems highly unlikely that Irwin, in rejecting Leon¬ 
ard’s claims in our discussion, would, or could, have lied. 

If you insist on reading Leonard’s book, I urge you to 
borrow one some foolish library has bought, rather than 
waste your money purchasing this piece of nonsense.

THE UFO HANDBOOK by Allan Hendry, Double¬ 
day/Dolphin Aug. 17, 1979, 384 pp. $8.95 ppbd. 

As we begin the fourth decade of the UFO mystery, we 
find the controversy has changed little. Thousands of 
UFO books have been published: alleged factual accounts, 
debunking analyses, and religious and cult texts. Virtually 
every book in print has had one goal: to convince the 
reader that its premises hold the valid truths on UFOs. 
With all that “truth” in print, why do we still have a UFO 
mystery? The phenomenon is an emotional one, and 
many people want to believe despite the facts. The years 
of study have shown that most (85-90%) UFOs are mis- 
identified or misperceived natural or man-made events. 
It has been very time consuming to sift through these 
reports. Allan Hendry’s new book, The UFO Handbook, 
is designed to help the reader identify these sightings and 
free the ufologist to devote more time to the 10-15% of 
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the sightings that may hold the key to the mystery or may 
perhaps prove to be more complex misperceptions. 

The UFO Handbook, then, is not another UFO “reader,” 
full of juicy, incredible stories. It is a textbook, designed 
to help people explain what they are misperceiving and 
distinguish UFOs from IFOs. Excellent photographs com¬ 
bined with a text that concisely explains what thirty years 
of UFO research, and one and a half years of Mr. Hendry’s 
intensive research, has discovered. While neither this 
book nor any other book is likely to lay the UFO question 
to rest, at last some rational illumination is shed on a dark 
corner of our culture. 

Do not expect platitudes designed to please the avid 
UFO reader or to sell the book. This book is not likely to 
garner praise from UFO hobbyists and supporters of “pet 
theories,” because it is brutally frank in its assessment of 
the competence of witnesses and investigators alike. 
However, it is destined to become the premier text on the 
UFO phenomena. 

Mr. Hendry uses to excellent advantage his investi¬ 
gations to point out the proper and thorough way to handle 


sightings. There are many lessons to be learned from the 
Identified Flying Objects. His drought of speculation is 
much appreciated with respect to the monsoon of hypo¬ 
theses being pushed elsewhere. His one chapter on spec¬ 
ulation reveals him to lean toward a Jungian hypothesis, 
which provides a great working latitude for a skeptically 
curious investigator. The chapter on tools of the trade is 
a most valuable layman’s guide to these oft-misunderstood 
tools. As he rhetorically queries, why, after thirty years 
have I had to amass these resource lists. But it is a sign of 
the times and the public’s changed attitude, that Mr. Hendry 
is one of the first to be able to devote full time to UFO re¬ 
search. There may be no more to UFOs than mispercep¬ 
tions, hysteria, and a powerful desire to believe, but re¬ 
gardless, our ignorance must be confronted, and this 
book does it squarely and head on. Perhaps the next 
thirty years will see the mystery solved. Toward that end, 
this text cannot help but be of use to the “ufologist” of all 
bents, and I recommend it highly.
